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FIRE DESTROYS 
QUEENSTOWN 
DRUG STORE 


The fire last week completely de- 
stroyed Waterbury’s drug store here 
Nothing whatever was saved from the 
building, which was a one story frame 
structure. Havold Waterbury drug- 
gist and H. G. Large teller of the 
Bank of Nova Scotia, who lived in 
the rear of the store were out at the 
time, and both lost all their personal 
posses:ions. Mrs. G. A. Rubbelke 
first saw flames through the windows 
at about 9:30 pm, and gave the 
alarm. In a few minutes the place 
wae a raging furnace as the chemicai 
ignited and the bursting bottles made 
minature explosions that added to the 
fury of the flames. Smcke in densc 
cloids rolled out at every opening 
and it was impossble for anyone tc 
get in to save anything. Mr. Water- 
bury and Mr. Large both lost much 
valuable personal stuff. Efforts werc| 
concentrated by a volunteer brigade | 
to save adjacent buildings, and quant. | 
ities of water were thrown on the- 
community hall about 30 feet south’ 
and Sloan and Burkes store 25 feet | 
north of the dsomed building. The 
fact that the latter building was a4 
metal-clad structure made the efforts 
of fire-fighters much easier, and after! 
the roof of the drug store fell in, it 


was felt that the greatest danger was 
past. Another circumstance that 


turned the scales against the spread 
of the fire was the c-mplete absence 
of any wind, Had there been a wind 
from either north or south such as 
we have had in othcr fires here, othe: 
buiidings would probably have gone 
A very large crowd gathered quickly 
from the surroundng country, anc 
after the danger of the fire spreading 
was passed watched the destruction 
as she fire demon consumed what 
he could reach. The brick chimney 
was left standing until the fire was 
burnt out. 

The only articles saved out of the 
demolition ‘was the furnace, whieh 
kept. its own fire burning merrily 
through. it all, and smoke was still 
curling out of the chinney after the 
atructure was a smoldering ruin. The} 
fire was a severe blow to Harold 
Waterbury, who will lose considerably, 
although covered in part by insurance. 
The building was owned by Lave 
Brown, and was also partially cover 
ed by insurance. There was a large | 
well-balanced stock in the sture, which 
was neat and well-arranged in every 
Teapect, 

This is the fourth fire in four suc- 
cessive winters in Queenstown, and 
it is 8 matter of fort ne in every cas¢ 
that the fire did not spread more ex- 
tensively. This fire again emphasizes 
the need for some fire fighting equip- 
ment, with which much could be done | 
in saving near by buildings. |

Within the past ten years. 


The taking of the census is a big job, and an exceedingly important one. 


it requires elaborate and complete organization, careful publicity to acquaint 
people with what is expected of them when the enumerators call, and a 
small army of men to gather the information required, and another large 
group of experts to assemble and classify the information when it is received 
by the Department at Ottawa. 

It is quite possible that some people look upon the taking of the census 
as a matter of comparatively small importance, and that, at this time 
especially, the large expenditure of money involved could be put to much 
better use. Such a view, however, is not only very superficial but quite 
erroneous. Taking the census is important in any country, but in no other 
country does it have quite so pronounced an effect as in Canada, and more 
especially in Western Canada, 

In the first place, the representative of each Province of the Dominion 
in the House of Commons at Ottawa is based upon the census figures, The 
constitution of Canada stipulates that the basis of representation in the 
House of Commons shall be one member for each one-sixty-fifth of the 
population of Quebec. That is, Quebee shall be represented by s'xty-five 
members regardless of its population. Dividing the total population of 
Quebee by sixty-five gives the number of people represented by each 
member, and that same number of people in each of the other Provinces be- 
come entitled to a member. In other words, an absolutely fair basis of repre- 
sentation is thus arrived at. : 

Money grants to the Provinces from the Déminion treasury are also 
based upon population, but in the case of the Western Provinces a larger 
sumber of grants rest on this basis than is true of other Provinces. For 
example, grants to these Provinces in lieu of lands increase as population 
increases until the maximum is reached. Consequently it is important that 
an absolutely accurate census of our people be recorded, and especially so in 
the case of the West which is the most rapidly growing section of the 
Dominion. Increased western representation at Ottawa will Jikely have a 
profound effect upon national policies, while larger money grants will enable 
our provincial governments to meet the growing needs of these western 
communities, \ 

The census is likewise a national stock-taking. It will reveal the extent 
of our growth and development as Provinces and as a Dominion within the 
past ten years. It will reveal to us evidences of national strength and dis- 
close where weaknesses exist. For all these reasons it is important that 
every citizen fully co-operates with the enumerators and officials in making 
the census this year complete and accurate in every respect. 

The census of 1931 will be the seventh decennial census of Canada since 
Confederation. It will be of interest to recall what the previous six ‘‘count- 
ing of noses” disclosed in the matter of Canada’s population. Following 
Confederation in 1867, the first census was taken in 1871 and revealed a 
population of 3,485,761, By 1881 the population has grown to 4,342,810; in 
1891 to 4,833,239; in 1901 to 5,371,315; in 1911 to 7,206,643, and in 1921 to 
8,788,483. 

It will be noted that whereas between 1881 and 1891, and between 1891 
and 1901, the population increased by only half a million in each ten year 
period, the increase between 1901 and 1911 was nearly two million, and be- 
tween 1911 and 1921 a million and a half, That is, whereas Canada's popula- 
tion only increased by one million in the last 20 years of the nineteenth 
century, it increased by three and one-half million in the first 20 years of 
the twentieth century. 

The settlement of these Western Provinces accounted for much of this 
larger increase. In later years, however, there has not been the same 
phenomenal flow of immigration into the West, while on the other hand, the 
great productive and purchasing power of the West has contributed enor- 
mously to the industrial growth and prosperity of Eastern Canada. As a 
result, this year’s census may not disclose the same ratio of increase in the 
West as compared with the East. 

In view, however, of the important bearing which the census has upon 
both the economic life and the public administration of affairs of Canada it 
is, let it be repeated, of the utmost importance that all citizens co-operate 
thoroughly with the army of officials entrusted with taking this year's cen- 


sus in order that it may be a most efficient and reliable statistical record of 
the Dominion.

The new provisions are as follows: 

“1, Where patent for a pre-emp- 
tion or purchased homestead has 
been issued, or where such patent 
has not yet been issued, if the holder 
of the pre-emption or purchased 
homestead jis permitted to convert 
the same into a soldier entry grant, 
all sums paid on account of princi- 
pal or interest in connection with 
the said pre-emption or purchased 
homestead may, 
be refunded to the holder of the 
land, or to the soldier settlement 
board in cases where an advance 
has been made under the provisions 
of the Soldier Settlement Act. 

“2, The foregoing regulation shall 
be deemed to be retroactive in its 
application.”

I know the crops have been damaged 
by hail from 25 per cent to 100 per 
cent year after year for the first 11 
years he has been there, and dam- 
aged by frost in the year: 1911 anc 
1927, also again damaged the pas?! 
year by hail, this man is a hard work- 
ing intelligent farmer and never 
wastes a dollar. 

The original price of this land was 
a8 little less than $8000 and the present 
occupant has paid $6000 and improve- 
ments $1,750, total $7,750 almost: the 
entire price of the land, in additior 
\to his twenty years labour and ther 
receives a letter like this, “even if he 
does owe water rental and taxes,’ his 
feelings can better be imagined than 
described, Those are the usual tac- 
tics of this philanthropic Company 
After receiving a substantial payment 
on the land, when they think the timc 
opportune to send irritating and sug: 
gestive letters like the one just reac 
in hopes that the settlers will get 
out without’ any publicity, Wher 
they proceed to reduce the price to the 
new man, sometimes almost 560 per 
cent le¥~ than the original; and fre- 
quently to an infevior type of settler; 
language would fail me to describr 
the feelings of settlers affected. Threc 
instonces will safice as an illustration 
One settler brought about $12.0 i 
this country, settled on C.P.R, land 
and through climatic conditions over 
which he had no control, ran in arrears 
was pushed off and is now receiving 
the old age pension from the pro- 
vince, 

Another while discussing conditions 
with me made this remark ‘and I 
would not repeat iti but that it de- 
scribed the feeling of many settlers 
far more eloquently than I could de 
so and he made it without any show 
of vindictiveness. only — wish 

could repeat as well as _ the 
words, the tone of pathetic despair ir 
his voice, -His- words were “I often 
wondered why men become Anarch- 
ists, but I am beginning to under: 
stand.” one

of Gleichen desires to contract witt 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Com 
pany for the supply of water fo) 
irrigation purposes in the Town, al 
on the terms and conditions contain. 
ed in an agreement hereto annexec 
as Schedule “A”, 

NOW THEREFORE, the Counci 
of the Town of Gleichen enacts a 
follows:— 

1. The proposed agreement here 
to annexed and marked ‘“Schedul 
“A”, and which is hereby declare 
to be part of this bylaw, shall be 
and the same is, hereby ratified an 
confirmed. 

2. The Mayor or Secretary-Trea 
surer of the Town is hereby authoriz 
ed to sign and execute said contract, 
subject to the approval of the Boarc 
of Public Utility Commissioners anc 
vatification of the bylaw so approved 
in accordance with the provisions of 
The Town Act, 

3. This bylaw shall be signed by

Synopsis of proposed agreement 
for supply of water between Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company (call 
ed the Company) and the Town of 
Gleichen (called the Town). 

1. The Company will for ten year: 
from 1st, May 1981 (and for suct 
further period as the agreement ma) 
he renewed pursuant to Sec, 360 Tow: 
Act) supply to the Town througt 
a headgate constructed and left: ir 
control of the Company but at thc 
expense of the Town, all water re- 
quired by the Town for irrigation 
purposes at $2.00 per acre foot o 
water so supplied with a minimum 
per year of $50.00, such water to bc 
supplied during the irigation seasor 
of each year as fixed by regulation 
under the Irrigation Act (except wher 
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kept under proper temperature at all times. 
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prevented by unusual storms, floods 
or disasters beyond the Companys 
control.) Such sum of $50.00 to be 
payable on 1st May, of each year and 
the balance for water supplied on Ist 
October of each year,

satisfactory to the Company. 

3, Company may shut off water 
whenever necessary for repairing it: 
Canal or any branch of its worke 
connected therewith upon reasonabl 
neue to the Town whenever practic.

4, If by reason of drought or cause 
beyond its control the supply of wat: 
er from the source whence the com. 
pany is authorized to divert water is 
insufficieat furnish full amount tc 
be supplied*to the Town, or if by rea- 
son of shutting off water to repair it: 
Canals, Company is unable to muppl 
the full amount of water .o the Town 
Company shall not be liable for dam- 
ages and it may distribute any wate: 
that is obtainable rateably amongs. 
parties entitled thereto. 

5. Water to be supplied must, b 
used for irrigation only within th 
‘own and for no other purpose. 

6, ‘town must prevent the wate 
running to waste. 


7. ‘lhe company may make sucl 
rules regulating the delivering 01 
water to the Town suiject to pro- 


visions of Sec, 49 of Irrigation Act 
A copy of such rules shali be supplic: 
t» the Town, 

8 The Town cannot transfer 0; 
authorise the diversions of water sup: 
plied under the agreement for use or 
land outside Town’s limit. 

9, The agreement does not give the 
Town any right over or interest ir 
any canal pr work of the Company 
save as provided in the agreement 
and the company is under no obliga:
